Canadians Are Blamed 
For Exodus of Talent 


Canadians have a “hanging- 
head, downcast eyes” attitude in 
judging ative musical talent 
which is driving Canadian artists 
and composers to the U.S. 

This charge is made today in 
Edmonton by Murray Adaskin, 
Toronto violinist and composer 
who is here with his wife, Fran- 
ces James, to present a recital 
at Convocation Hall tonight, 

The soft-spoken, mild-manner- 
ed Canadian musician can take 
up sharp cudgels when he de- 
fends a cause for which he and 
his family have battled for many 
years, 

One of three musically minded 
brothers, all of whom married 
musicians, he blames the Cana- 
dian public for driving native 
musical talent to greener fields 
of the U.S. concert stage and 
radio studios, 

“No resident Canadian com- 
poser can make a living just by 


giving concerts in Canada,” he 
said, 

The reason? “Canadians have 
an inferiority complex when it 
comes to judging musical tal- 
ent; they depend upon the views 
of the American public.” 

Typical example of this Cana- 
dian attitude is the experience 
of concert singer Jean Watson 
“When she lived in Toronto she 
was the same talented vocalist 
New York acclaimed later—but 
it wasn’t until she moved to the 
States her talent was recog- 
nized.” 

Canadians, Mr, Alaskin said, 
were then enthusiastic in their 
praise of her ability, 

“Canada does not lack for 
musica! talent; it does lack in 
mezking a place for this talent, 
and it will continue to force its 
artists to other countries until 
musical clubs and other interest- 
ed public groups demead—actu- 


ally demand—to hear the works | 


of Canadians.”

Announcement that a 16-storey build- 
ing is to be erected in Calgary for the 
occupation of oil companies shows once 
again how Edmonton is missing the boat in 
her desire to become the real oil centre of 
Alberta 

It is a reasonable assumption that oil 
companies and oil men would prefer to lo 
cate their headquarters in Edmonton 
rather than in Calgary because Edmontor 
is closer to the arger productive fields 

Almost every week records new dis 
coveries and new explorations in this area. 

The record sum of more than five mil- 
lion dollars paid recently for two sections 
in the Redv the account of 
new prospects at Bon Accord, all these in- 
dicate the almost unimaginable magnitude 


of oil expansion in this part of the prov- 


The truth is that the Calgary region is 
a dving oil field while the Edmonton region 
is a constantly expanding oil field whose 
potentialities are seen to be more enormous 


every day. 
It is only logical, then, to assume that 


oil operators would find Edmonton more 


convenient as headquarters than the south- 
ern city 

But i 
have forgotten is that while Edmonton 
would be more convenient as an oil centre, 
Calgary is not entirely inconvenient and 
that so long as facilities are provided in 
Calgary there is little likelihood of the oil 
centre being shifted to this city without 
some effort and inducement on Edmonton's 
part 

In short, Edmonton will never hecome 
the oil centre of Alberta without some real 
attempt to make this city attractive to oil 
operators. 

So far from providing building facilities 
for oil concerns, Edmonton frequently can- 
not supply even hotel space for visiting 
executives 

The financial advantages of making 
Edmonton the real oil centre of this prov- 
ince are ODV1OUS 

But this will not happen until Edmon 
ton can afford the same office space, the 
same hotel space and even the same enter- 
tainment as make Calgary attractive to the 
oil men who are now located in the less 
favorable city
